5^^ Tel ebpoK Center consisteii of approximate- 
ly 200 book titles selected by the Library of Congress to have wide 
appeal* Most of these books had been issued over the past approxi- 
tnate four years. The library also contained approxiniately 30 periodi- 
cals. (See Appendix 3 for the C,at8log of these books.) 

This initial Telebook Center test was designed to serve- handicapped 
people living in the Washington metropolitan area. This area.i we were 
told by the telephone company, is the largest toll-free di«*,lina area 
in thft Wnited States, It includes a population of approxilately 3 
million people, of who!n*it is estimated 15,000 are legally blind and 
a nuitber larger than this physically handicapped to prevent \t>tem from 
using or^nary reading materials. It was desired to start the Center 
with a small number of users and gradually increase their number; 
Since the arrtoutnt of demand from readers was unknown, and the load that 
operators and equipment could handle was also unknown, we Were cautious 
not to overload the system in the beginning, (During the. period of 
peak readership, a maximum of seven simultaneous readers were being 
handled by Telebook operators. The peak of service during any one day 

. was 29 callers.) A general announcement of the availability of the 
service was decided against for this reason.

(The use of reqMested volunteer readers for this experiment, Instead 
of Aising irt^re readers ^ho requested us for service, is recognized to 
"be different thin a true market test of popularity, although it.was 
necessary 'for tnis- short experiment. We tend to believe that operation 
with requesters leather than requestees would have yielded even more 
enthusl-astic response than that obtained.) 

Readers who agreed to cooperate in our test were sent a telephone 
amplifier, operating instructions, and a catalog of publications in 
our "nalebook ^enten. During the first two weeks of service, operator 
training took place simultaneously with. service delivery. Certain 
bugs In the equipment were 41so discovered and remedied during, this 
period. They cjinsisted of a few defective record and tape players, 
and also the «iiscovery of some defective Talking Book records. A 
more difficult one was determining the cause of the telephone central's 
1na.b114ty to properly rotor our" 10 telephone lines in sequence. This 
jp>roblem was eventual ly found to » be 'improper operation of pur disconnect 
switches -that selected either tape player, phonograph player, or a hang 
up function.

Readers* ReactiAn ^ Much ofnhe reader reaction to' Tel ebook service 
was known before ouy^ formal survey of the* readers, which yielded few 
surprises* The readers were i^ direct contact with the operators by 
telephone, and much anecdotal information and comments was accumulate^ 
as w? proceeded, /The following information \s derived and summarized 
from both sources/, (flease refer to Appendix 6, Results of Reader Survey 
for ftiore quantitative information on this subject.) 

* The generaj reaction of readers to the offering pf Telehook service 
was excellent, /The overwhelming majority (87^)- liked the service. Very 
few readers had] negative comments about the genera-l idea and its potential 
for better sertiing them. Their positive comments typically centered on 
aspects of convenience, ease of use, and instant availability of desired 

■ reading material , Put in other terms", their complaints about convention- 
al Talking Book, service centered on the inconveniences of the present 
mail system, such as receiving damaged or incomplete record sets, and long 
delays in receiving popular records. Also comments were received 
What, they admit a^e the laziness ^aspects - the need to handle and manipu- 
lat'6 records. Typical phraseology from the readers comments were- ^*Much-' 
simpler to use**, "Very convenient", "Avoids the hassle of.jnail ing." The 
major complaints received were that the j^resent systism tied up the tele- 
phpne and that we did not have books of interest to them. ^ These short-, 
comings, as mentioned before, were known before the experiment was 
initiated. Frequency of reading for many readers tended to drop off 
"after about one month of Use. This was ascribed to the^ problems mentioned." 

interest in AT&T^s Call Waiting service was very high aniong many 
readers: Everyone^ whose dialing exchange offered this new featur^^ • • 
eagerly subscribed' to it. This feature produces a beeping sound the 
telephone receiver if another party tries to call the reader while ffi's 
line is otherwise busy. Upon pressing the plunger' of his telephone,! he 
.can switch to his new caller with or without hanging up his connection, 
to the Telebook service, This feature costs $3. CO per month. The mTRE 
Corporation mailed checks. to those readers who subscribed to this extra

Local Institutions serving islderly and ill people found Tittle v 
Attraction for ^ the Tel ebook service. Their representatives explained 
|in^ some cases, that there were Inadequate numbejrS of telephones for 
jpotential readers. Other institiitions indicated that they had adequate 
/staff to assist their patients in obtaining and using Talking Book . 
i records. ' 
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Many readers felt strongly that we should seek to introduce a ready 
reference service addition to the Telebook system if it becomes a long 
range service, This additional feature would involve taking requests 
for excerpts from documents such as newspapers, professional journals, 
reference books, hearings, etc.* which would be obtained from a library 
and be read to the readers, say, the next day. 

^- Economics - The potential costs of providing Telebook service 
I proved^ to be if anything more attractive than the cost analysis described 
in our original proposal. Even wlih the keeping of fa.irly detailed logs for 
experiment evaluation purposes, th^ .operators quickly gained proficiency ^ 
in what initially seemed a complex; task. Due tq the limited number of 
active readers during this initialj phase, the ultimate capacity of the 
' operators still remains to^be tested. It does not seem far fetched 
(especially if extensile recor<l keeping is not necessary) that an 
operatot^ could manually handlej as jmany as 20 simultaneous telephone lines - 
and still give good service to rea^ders. The combination of low salary for 
good Telebook operators, the large! number of lines that he or she can 
service, and the low cost of telephone Equipment - especially if our 
training and demonstration features were deleted - combined to indicate 
a low operating and ca^tal expense to servic^ many Veaders. . 



CONCLUSIONS 

The folliowing conclusions were drawn from the experience of operating

Reco rd and Cassette Indexing - "Mow does a reader restart I'f.he 
does not finish book or a record side?" was among the very initial 
concerns of the project personnel and is the most. frequently asked^ 
question by people first hearing about the Teleboo.k Center. A nUmber 
of pOss1bni#js for aceompllshing this function were considered, but 
an extremely slwle solution was conceived and tested for accuracy 
prior to. opening the Telebook Center. It.worked out surprisingly / 
well in practice. For Talking Book- records, a felt backed plastic ruler, 
calibrated in tnmimeters was used to measure the position of the record 
stylus when a reader hung up his telephone and his phonograph was 
-stopped. (Usually the operator caUght this event within one minute -Qr t*. 
less.) A hole at the end of the ruler fits over the turn table spindle ^ . 
to (nake the measurement easy. Cassettes are indexed'by noting the position 
of the supply reel through the viewing window. 

The location the reader left; off i,s nqted on the readej-'s index 
card. For cassettes, they are not rewound when the reader leaves off in 
the middle.. Most frequently, his cassette is not used between his readings 
and It was not even hecessary to use the index notation for restarting. NO 
complaints on indexifig were received either during the operation of the 
Telebook Center or during the telephone survey. In addition, a special - 
survey with 10 frequent users was made questioning them on this subject, 
and the same. positive results were obtained. 

Another* factor may contribute to the lack of any problems On this . 
iterti: after starting' a reader on a book, either at the beginning or in 
the middle of a book, the operator usually broke Into the line after the 
first minute or two of playback, to ask the reader.if everything is okay. 

Operator Awareness of End of Recording - Pri.qr to startup of the Tele- 
book Center there was serious concern aboirt a busy- operator not noting that 
. a record had run out - or the same for the cassette tape. The use of a , x, 
separate timer-alarm for each line that would be set for the approximate 
time to hold the recording at the initiation Of playback of that record 
was seriously considered. It was. found, however, that the preceding was 
not a problem, 'it was easy for the operator to scan the state of the
